Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  twenty-second  year 
of  the  St.  Monica’s  Home,  we  feel  the  necessity  of  calling  the 
attention  of  our  friends  to  the  good  work  which  is  being  done 
for  sick  colored  women  and  children.  Here  the  old  and  infirm 
may  remain,  if  necessary,  for  an  indefinite  length  of  time,  finding 
the  help  and  comfort  which  they  cannot  get  elsewhere. 

Since  its  inception  in  1888,  when  a  small  house  was  hired 
in  Phillips  Street  at  the  West  End,  the  work  has  steadily  in¬ 
creased,  and  when  in  1904  the  William  Lloyd  Garrison  Home¬ 
stead  in  Roxbury  was  offered  for  sale  it  was  thought  wise  to  buy 
it  for  a  permanent  home. 

During  the  past  year  great  improvements  have  been  made, 
especially  in  the  tuberculosis  ward,  which  is  now  well  adapted 
to  receive  the  patients  who  come  from  the  city  and  elsewhere. 

Since  our  last  report  the  Boston  Consumptive  Hospital  has 
sent  twenty-one  cases  which  could  not  be  accommodated  by 
them,  and  a  certain  sum  is  paid  for  their  maintenance.  It  is 
still  our  hope  that  at  some  future  time  an  outdoor  camp  may  be 
established  on  the  grounds,  which  are  so  well  suited  for  that 
purpose,  but  until  more  money  is  donated  for  the  yearly  support 
of  the  work  such  an  undertaking  would  not  be  justified. 

The  Home  is  visited  each  week  by  the  members  of  the 
Ladies’  Aid  Association,  and  this  is  always  a  pleasure  to  the 
inmates,  who  appreciate  their  kind  words  and  various  expressions 
of  sympathy. 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  are  made  happy  days  in  the 
household,  and  at  the  Christmas  Tree  (often  the  first  ever  seen 
by  some  of  the  inmates)  a  number  of  the  ladies  are  present  who 
enjoy  the  festivities  as  much  as  the  patients  and  household. 

The  annual  sale,  entertainments,  subscriptions,  and  dona¬ 
tions  from  friends  have  enabled  us  so  far  to  close  each  year  free 
from  debt,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  with  the  higher  cost 


of  living  our  expenses  are  much  larger  this  year,  and  we  ask  for 
a  generous  response  to  this  appeal.  In  one  way  this  may  be 
accomplished  by  subscribing  ten  dollars  annually  to  the  Day’s 
Support  Fund  in  memory  of  some  loved  one  or  in  thanksgiving 
for  mercies  received. 

We  extend  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  medical  staff  who 
have  been  constant  and  unfailing  in  their  interest  and  help. 
We  also  wish  to  thank  especially  Mr.  Burleigh,  Mrs.  McAdoo, 
and  her  friends  for  the  delightful  concert  given  in  March  to  aid 
the  Home ;  to  Dr.  Dix  for  the  musical  treat  for  the  patients 
during  the  Easter  season  ;  to  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union 
for  carriage  and  trolley  rides ;  to  the  Needlework  Guilds  of 
Boston  and  Jamaica  Plain  ;  and  to  St.  Monica’s  Sewing  Circle 
for  their  assistance  at  the  Fair.

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TUBERCULOSIS  WARD 


The  activities  of  the  Home  have  been  steadily  on  the  in¬ 
crease  this  last  year  and  in  three  special  ways.  By  the  erection 
of  tents  on  the  grounds,  last  summer  we  were  able  to  increase 
the  number  of  tuberculosis  patients  to  ten  and  eleven,  and  to 
keep  our  house  running  to  its  full  extent  during  a  long  two 
months  of  alterations  and  improvements.  These  improvements 
costing  nearly  $1000  have  made  the  entire  working  of  the  Home 
so  much  easier  that  the  increase  in  numbers  among  the  patients 
has  not  necessitated  an  increase  in  the  number  of  the  working 
force,  but  has  made  the  interior  economy  of  the  Home  much 
more  efficient  in  every  way. 

By  the  help  of  generous  friends  and  in  addition  to  money 
given  us  August,  1908,  by  Mrs.  James  Crafts,  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Mrs.  Robert  Gould  Shaw,  we  were  able  to  pay  off  $1000 
on  one  of  our  mortgages,  and  through  much  economy  we  added 
to  that  amount  $500  from  our  current  account,  but  we  still  lack 
$900  of  the  amount  which  we  hope  to  pay  off  this  year  and 
thus  clear  ourselves  of  one  mortgage.  Our  entire  mortgage 
indebtedness  at  the  present  time  is  $4250,  particulars  of  which 
will  be  found  in  the  financial  report. 

Part  of  the  income  of  the  Home  is  earned  by  the  Sister 
and  comes  from  the  sale  of  plum  puddings,  mince  meat,  and 
other  goodies  which  we  make  ourselves  for  the  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas  festival  season.  This  year  the  sales  have  been 
larger  and  have  thus  offset  partially  the  increase  in  cost  of  daily 
living  which  with  our  patients  means  a  liberal  diet  of  fresh  eggs, 
milk,  butter,  and  fresh  meats,  all  of  which  have  greatly  increased 
in  price  during  the  last  six  months. 

In  March  we  had  the  help  and  pleasure  of  a  visit  from 
Bishop  Lawrence.  He  confirmed  five  of  our  patients  in  the 
Tuberculosis  Ward  and  by  his  words  of  cheer  and  sympathy 
helped  us  all  along  the  road  of  everyday  suffering  and  duty. 
It  may  seem  to  the  casual  reader  that  our  death  rate  is  unusually 
large,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  though  we  send  many 
away  as  recovered  or  relieved  this  is  practically  a  Home  for  the 
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dying,  though  in  many  cases  our  patients  linger  for  months  or 
even  years,  and  our  list  embraces  all  ages  from  the  prattling 
child  of  three  years  to  the  bedridden  old  woman  of  ninety-two. 

VVe  are  still  wishing  that  it  were  possible  to  establish  a 
small  boarding  home  for  elderly  colored  women  and  we  had  a 
fascinating  offer  of  a  house  near  at  hand,  but  our  already  heavy 
mortgage  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  take  any  steps  toward 
furthering  this  object  though  we  are  still  constantly  asked  to 
provide  fitting  homes  for  these  needy  and  well  deserving  old 
friends.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  many  whose  names  appear  in 
our  list  of  subscribers  and  benefactors  and  most  of  all  we  must 
thank  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  for  their  unfailing  kindness 
and  generosity,  adding  greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  the  patients  by 
their  participation  in  our  times  of  festivity  and  their  interest  in 
the  details  of  our  daily  life. 

One  of  our  children  very  aptly  expressed  to  a  newcomer 
among  our  workers  the  spirit  of  the  household,  when  she  said* 
u  You  know  this  is  not  like  a  hospital  but  we  are  all  one  big 
family,  only  some  are  well  and  some  are  sick.” 

We  need  money  for  our  Mortgage  Fund,  our  Endowment 
Fund,  our  Current  Expense  Fund,  and  all  such  gifts  will  be 
duly  appreciated  and  acknowledged  by

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Medical  Report 

Boston,  December  /,  ipop. 

The  past  year  has  been  very  successful.  Not  only  have 
the  nineteen  beds  of  the  Home  been  full  practically  all  of  the 
time,  but  many  needy  cases  have  had  to  be  refused  because  of  our 
lack  of  accommodation.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  as  well  as  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  aid  in  restoring  these  hard-working,  conscientious  women, 
if  not  to  complete  health,  nevertheless  to  an  improvement  in 
their  condition,  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  earn  once  again  their 
own  living.  The  earning  of  a  livelihood  is  of  the  utmost  import¬ 
ance  to  these  people,  for  when  they  cannot  work  they  have  but 
two  alternatives,  dire  privation  or  the  almshouse,  and  an  alms¬ 
house  is  a  sad  return  for  years  of  hard,  steady  work. 

Such  patients  as  were  suffering  from  a  fatal  illness  have 
been  surrounded  by  a  care  and  influence  which  has  made  their 
last  weeks  or  months  as  free  from  pain,  suffering,  and  loneliness 
as  it  was  possible  to  have  them.  Their  friends  have  been  most 
grateful  for  the  attention  given  them,  and  have  many  times 
expressed  their  appreciation  that  these  last  days  have  been  made 
so  much  easier  and  brighter  than  they  had  realized  was  possible. 

One  half  of  our  cases  are  suffering  with  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  no  report  would  be  complete  without  saying  a  few 
words  on  this  very  important  feature  of  the  work.  The  tuber¬ 
culosis  ward,  with  its  many  windows  and  broad,  sunny  verandah, 
is  most  attractive,  and  anyone  who  visits  it  can  readily  under¬ 
stand  what  a  very  valuable  and  strong  influence  it  is  having  in 
the  community  in  teaching  the  proper  way  to  care  for  and  avoid 
tuberculosis.  Although  much  has  been  written  and  said  about 
tuberculosis  during  the  past  few  years,  and  the  subject  has 
become  threadbare  to  some,  the  disease  is  still  a  great  menace  to 
society,  and  much  prejudice  against  the  proper  treatment  persists. 
This  fact  is  especially  true  among  the  negroes,  and  no  institu- 
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tion  in  Boston  is  doing  more  to  overcome  this  prejudice  than 
St.  Monica’s  Home.  Those  who  have  learned  to  know  the 
work  as  patients  or  as  friends  of  patients  have  become  true 
converts  to  the  wisdom  of  living  out  of  doors,  of  having  proper 
food  and  sufficient  amount  of  rest,  and  we  are  confident  that 
this  influence  is  going  to  spread  to  an  ever-increasing  circle  of 
needy  families.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests,  and  de¬ 
vises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s  Home 
for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s 
Home  Fund,  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications 
satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of  in¬ 
dividual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devices. 

r.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  fund  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  and  from 
time  to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for  any 
reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect,  the  income 
of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Company 
to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of  St. 
Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  and 
approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successor,  if  any.
